CURRENT NOTES. 

Mr. Gladstone’s not very hopeful let- 
ter concerning liquor legislation recalls 
an experiment in licensing made in 
England, which is now almost forgot- 
ten, but which served to keep the 
country in a state of agitation for forty 
years. It was,entered upon in 1830, 
and initiated what was then described 
as an era of free trade in beer. From 
the middle of the sixteenth century 
alehouses could be established only 
with the sanction of the magistrates. 
In 1830, however, a series of causes led 
the government of the Duke of Well- 
ington to make a bold experiment in 
the way of licensing and to discard a 
system of magesterial control which 
had existed from 1552. 


« The reasons for this departure were 


fiscal, economic and social. In the 
first place, the government was about 
_ to remit taxation to the amount of 
three millions sterling. In doing this, 
it was desirous of relieving the poorer 
classes and to this end determined to 
abolish the duty on beer. The members 
were afaid, however, that under the 
then existing system the benefit of 
this remission would go into the pockets 
of the great brewers who hid a mon- 
opoly of the public houses in London 
_ and for thirty miles around. They 
were also anxious to discourage the 
drinking of gin, and they conceived the 
idea that the free sale of beer would 
afford a wholesome substitute. 
these ends in view, a law was passed 
under which any one could open a beer 
house on the payment of a small fee 
to the excise collector. No auestions 
were asked as to the character of the 
applicant, and no restrictions 
placed on him as to hours of closing or 
the orderly condutt of his house. There 
" was great opposition to the measure , 
but the Duke of Wellington and his 
colleagues overrode it, and would not 
suggestion that these new

In less than four years thirty-three 
thousand of these excise licenses had 
been issued, and in some of the coun- 

, try towns and villages, almost every 
other laborer’s house was a beer shop. 
‘Ins‘ead of the brewer’s monopoly being 
broken up, it was greatly extended 
through these houses. The brewers 
furnished poor people with the ready 
money to pay the excise fee, and sup- 
plied the beer. The social results of 
the experiment soon filled the country 
with alarm. The government was be- 
sought to repeal the act of 1830; but it 
declined to do so and urged that -as 
‘ yet the experiment had not had a fair 
When the squalor resulting 
from the unchecked multiplication of 
the beer houses was brought to its at- 
tention, the answer was made that it 
was all due to the old poor laws, and 
would come to an end when the new 
poor law was well established. When 
that plea for continuing the beer houses 
could no longer be urged, the govern- 
ment took up the position that the 
squalid disorder was due to the lack 
of an adequate police system, and that 
the trouble would be remedied when 
the towns and rural districts. 


From 1834 to 1869 continuous appeals 
were made to successive governments 
to repeal the act of 1830. The govern- 
the new police forces were organized in 
ments paid no heed to them. On two 
occasions they permitted private mem- 
bers to carry bills through Parliament 
slightly restricting the multiplication 
of the beer houses. But no govern- 
ment, Liberal or Tory, would identify 
itself with any of these measures, and 
in this attitude they were supported 
by the old school of radicals which up- 
held free trade in beer as a logical con- 
sequence of its free trade principles. 
When badly pressed the government ap- 
pointed a Parliamentary committee of 
inquiry, but no government ever acted 
upon the reports of these committees, 
and when in 1869, an end was put to 
free tradein beer, it was done by means 
of a private member's bill. More than 
forty-five thousand of these wretched 
beer houses were then in existence. 
More than thirty-three thousand of 
them remain to-day, and the position 
these houses hold before the law is such 
that the magistrates have no power to 
close any of them simply because they 
io not fill a public need. ¢ 

England can show an instructive re- 
cord of licensing systems. From the 
beginnings of town life until 1559, local 
option was the rule. From 1550 to 
1820 there was a system of magisterial 
restriction. From 1830 to 1870 there 
was the squalid period of free trade 
which has been described. From 1870 
up to the present time another sys- 
tem of restriction rigidly enforced has 
been on trial. This system is not a 
success and the drink trade and its 
regulation is a problem which is once 
more forcing itself on the attention of 
Parliament. In view of this long and 
varied record and of the fact that no 
system has proved satisfactory, there 
‘s small wonder that Mr. Gladstone's 


letter to the recent Temperance Con- 
zress at Chester was tinged with pes- 
simism.

Breeding for Butter. 


There's many a slip twixt the cup and 
the lip, and many a miscue in breeding 
up a dairy herd. Granting the truth of 
what has been taught as to the value 
of intelligent breeding, it is also true 
that the laws of heredity do not over- 
power all other laws. The most effi- 
cient rule in, improving a breed of hogs 
is the ‘‘sled’ stake rule.” That is, use 
a stake on all pigs noi filling the re- 
quirements, and the others will all fill 
the requirements. In a milder form 
this same rule sends to the packing 
house all of one class and reserves aS 
breeders the others. 
is a positive necessity in all kinds 
farming, saving seed, grain, : 
hogs, growing a beef herd, or growing 
a dairy herd. Progress is possible only 
by selection. The rule that “like pro- 
duces like” is not true when cut down 
to absolute limits. If it were, progress 
would be impossible. Retrogression 
and progression would both be unknown 
were the rule of “like produces like 
absolute. We could only average 
things by mixing, and could not 1im- 
prove a breed nor even make a new one. 
fut like produces like with a variation. 
Some will be beter than the parents, 
some poorer. The sled stake rule will 
keep the herd up to the highest ex- 
cellence, or selecting the best for keep- 
ing and discarding all others. | 

Sometines a man finds his dairy act- 
ually inferior after breeding for butter 
than it was before. He may have milk- 
ed a few e:ce'lent cows of mixed en- 
(@stry ami graced ud with a daizy sie. 
Som? 0: ih: offspring; may be better 
than the mothers, some poorer, and if 
he keeps them all he has an inferior 
herd ; if he disposes of the inferior ones 
and keeps only the best he should find 
the herd improving. This will be the 
result without buying any improved 
blood. Selection is the main thing, but 
the number that must be discarded 
from a herd not bred in dairy lines 
must be .greater. Therein and only 
there lies the advantage of breeding for 
butter or for any other purpose. The 
number that must be rejected is less- 
ened by breeding in the direction desir- 
ed. Suppose a farmer breeds to a 
Guernsey or a Jersey bull. ‘The half 
bloods will almost surely please him. 
He goes on “grading up” and in some 
Instances finds the higher he grades the 
poorer his herd as a whole. This is dis- 
couraging, but if a fact we should face 
it honestly. Why may this be? It may 
be for the following reason: In grad- 
ing up the breeds from ali of the half 
bloods and a portion of the offspring 
inclines toward milk giving and a por- 
tion away from it. The law of varia- 
tion gets in its work and some of the 
higher grades are inferior to the low- 
er grades, and the farmer is slower to 
sacrifice them. Hence his herd may as 
a whole actually retrograde. 

Selection stands first of all as a 
means for securing a good dairy herd. 
Raise many, save few, feed well, and 
success is sure. But, as said before, 
blood is helpful, for training in the de- 
sired line and selection for many gener- 
ations in that line measurably fixes 
traints and in fewer individual animals 
have to be discarded. 


The Small Flock. as 


Regarding the house for a small 
flock and the care they should have a 
successful poultry keeper, ina small way 
has found the square house most con- 
venient, with the roosting perches, 
drop-boards, and nest-boxes all placed 
in the middle, the drop-board so ar- 
ranged above the nest-boxes as to pre- 
vent soiling the latter. The caretaker 
by this method, having ample space and 
light, can easily attend to the daily 
cleaning and other routine of the fowl- 
house, which, it is well to say just here, 
will be neither trying nor laborious if 
one does it methodically and at a cer- 
tain hour: : 

The equipments for the fowl-house, in 
addition to nests and roosting perches, 
are wide, moveable, smoothly finished 
‘“‘drop-boards,’’ hung two or three feet 
beneath the perches to catch the drop- 
pings and Keep the floor or whatever is 
directly under them clean. ‘These 
boards should be removed every morn- 
ing and thoroughly cleaned. Pure wat- 
er is a vital necessity to insure which 
the stoneware poultry fountains, so 
constructed that nothing can get into 
the water to defile it, are the best ; the 
largest size, holding two gallons of 
water, cost fifty cents, smaller ones in 
proportion; they can be found at any 
poultry supply house. 

For feeding soft mashes and other wet 
food, the very best thing for its pur- 
ose is a galvanized iron tray, because 
it is easily kept clean, and is so formed 
that the fowls cannot get in and soil 
their food or plumage. Such trays come 
in two_ sizes, the smaller costing 
twenty-five cents each, or $2.50 
dozen, and the larger, thirty-five cents 
apiece, or $3.50 per dozen. 

Dry grain needs no dish or tray of 
any. sort, for it should always be scat- 
tered as widely as possible among dry 
litter, so the fowis will have to hunt 
for it, and the deeper they will have to 
scratch the beter, as it gives them ex- 
ercise. 


Early Maturity of Hogs. 


There is not. so much call now for hogs 
that will keep on growing three or four 
years before they reach maturity. The 
large hog has always coarser meat than 
the young pig, and the difference, we 
suspect, is because there is always some 


check to growth in cold weather. 
Spring pigs, fattened in fall, will al- 
ways make better pork than they will if 
kept later. In these times, too, the 
hog that weighs 200 to 250 pounds sells 
for higher price per hundred-weight 
than one that is heavier. Hence the 
early-maturing breeds that reach their 
ful! weight when one or two years old 
are now the favorites with farmers. 
But there is something to be said in 
favor of the heavy weights. If not al- 
lowed to get too fat the late-maturing 
hogs are better breeders, especially for 
dams. A cross of an early-maturing 
bear with a large, long-bodied sow 
brings pigs that for fattening are bet- 
ter than either breed alone.

pounds more than the full bleods of 
either early or late maturing varieties.

Bed-Sores. 


The danger of bed-sores is not always 
in proportion to the carelessness of the 
nurse; the condition of the patient 
often has more to do with it.

Apple Butter. 


The following method of making ap- 
ple butter isa good recipe. At our home 
on the farm the cider was always boiled 
ina large copper kettle, which made the 
operation a much shorter one than boil- 
ang on a stove in a small kettle would 

Take new cider, fresh from the press, 
not yet fermented, put into a porcelain- 
lined kettle and boil until reduced one- 
half. Boil the cider the day before you 
make the butter and boil all that you 
need for the quantity desired. As soon 
as one kettle has been boiled take it

It is the intention of the 
Church Temperance Society to build 
here a model temperance saloon. 

_ Mr. Graham will present plans of four 
important innovations in temperance 
work at a meeting to be held in Novem- 
ber. In his report on Monday he de- 
scribed what he saw in Europe, and his 
suggestions will bring about some inter- 
esting results. These four enemies of 
the saloon are to consist of a coffee- 
house and temperance saloon, with li- 
brary and social conveniences for the 
workingman ; a system of small wagons 
for supplying waiting coachmen, cab- 
men an: attendants on opera and thea- 
tre nights; a system of small ornament- 
al cottages, to be placed in convenient 
localities near car stables or cab stands, 
which will supply hot coffee and lunch- 
es, and two new lunch wagons, to be 
built on an elaborate scale at a cost of 
$1,000 each. 

THE LUNCH COTTAGES 

will be erected along the river front. 
They will be arranged so they can be 
readily taken apart and moved to a new 
location. They will be eighteen feet 
long and six feet wide. In Londen 
there are fifty or more of these lunch 
cottages, or kiosks, as they are some- 
times called. It is the intention of the 
society to encourage its patrons to use 


ter. It is not necessary for them to 
pay coffee even. Now the saloon is the 
only place the car drivers, cabmen, 
‘longshoremen or other night workers 
can find warmth and shelter in on a 
cold winter's night.

The Republic of Venezuela was not 
then an existence, but the British 
possession of New Guinea was, and it 
is enough to make President Munroe 
turn in his grave, at the distorted 
meaning given to his atatesmanlike 
pronouncement. According to the 
inteipretation now pretended to be 
put upon the Munroe doctrine by the 
United States Government, England 
has noright to exercise sovereignty 
over Canada or New Guinea, or in- 
deed any of her western possessions ; 
but we do not view the matter in that 
light. England has more territory in 
the western bemisphere than the 
United States have, and she has held 
it not only before the Venezuelan Re- 
public was in existence, but before 
the United States had any existence as 
anation. As stated before, however, 
the whole thing is a game of bluff, and 
it is snfe to predict that the result will 
merely be that the Boundary Commis- 
sion just appointed at Washington will 
go to Venezuela, and wiil come back 
again just in time to be too late to 
injuriously affect the Presidental 
election and then the war scare will be 
heard of no more. Unfortunately this 
will not have been accomplished with- 
out considerable damage having been 
done. Already Venezuela, believing 
that the United States is sincere in its 
promise of support, is assuming an 
attitude of defiance to England, while 
American sccurities are depreciating 
every day in consequence of the scare, 
and this means a loss of millions of 
dollars to those who hold them. 


YANKEES GETTING SCARED. 


Undoubtedly the citizens of the 
United States who have _ brains 
enough to “take in” the situation 
realise that Uncle Sam has gone too 
far in his recent atutude towards 
Great Britain ; and not only the think- 
ing man, who can forsee the outcome 
of such an attitude at a glance, but 
the average citizen is beginning to dis- 
cover the fact that England is not #0 
easily brought to ner knees. 

As a result of the course pursued by 
President Cleveland and Congress, 
English capital is being rapidly with. 
drawn, which is very largely invested 
in the United States stocks, etc, and 
which cvts such a figure. Gold is 
being recalled to such an ex 
tent as to materially affect nearly every 
branch of trade. So much so that the 
Americans, and even the President 
himself, are becoming frightened. A 
financial panic is imminent and feared 
by the United States. 

In_ his ‘econd message to Con- 
gress some days since, Mr. Cleve- 
land said, only the most careful guid- 
ance for some time to come can save 
the country from commercial and 
financial disaster; and he asks Con- 
grees not to rest—not even to take 
X'mas holidays—before @ remedy is 
provided. 

The Journal of Commerce says: “Mr. 
Cleveland has made a most serious 
mistake. His policy in this matter is 
not only precipitate and untimely, it is 
madness itself. He has out-jingoed the 
Jingoes ; and from being the embodi- 
ment of sober judgment he has become 
the abettor of a political fanaticism.”

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN KLEPTO- 
MANIAC AND SHOPLIFTER. 


A Form of Moral Insanit;—A Wanita Almost 
Confined te Females—A Lady who Stole 
Eveev Umbrella She Ceuld lay Hands 
On—Klicptomaniacs Usually Found in 
What is Called Good Sectety. 

Shop-lifting by women is a practice 
that prevails to a remarkable extent in 
the great dry-goods stores of large 
Cities. Detectives are employed to 
watch for this class of offenders, and 
arrests are of daily occurrence. 

Some of the shop-lifters are no doubt 
thieves, but others are so respectable, 
and the things they take so worthless 
in proportion to the risk they run, that 
it is hard to believe them responsible 
for their actions. Women of the lat- 
ter class are commonly called klepto- 
manizes, 

It would be interesting to know just 
what the kleptomaniac condition of 
mind is. Dr. Forbes Winslow, the Eng- 
lish insanity expert now visiting this 
country, gave a reporter an interview 
which throws much light on this sub- 
ject. 

“ What do you understand by klepto- 
mania?" asked the reporter. 

“T have gone into the matter very 
fully during late years,” replied the spe- 
cialist, “‘and I will gladly tell you all 
I know. In the first place, kleptomania 
well recognized form of moral in- 
sanity. Those so afflicted are seized 
with a sudden impulse to steal and care- 
fully conceal what they steal from 
others. Such individuals are found not 
only at large, but within the precincts 
of asylums. Scores of such cases have 
come under my notice. Kleptomaniacs 
in asylums steal from their fellow-vic- 
‘ims things which they cannot possibly 
mike use of from the very force of 
circumstances.”

“ But why should the disease be more 
prevalent in females than males? And, 
by the way, how do you substantiate the 
existence of kleptomania when it is only 
disc'osed years after the disease which 
Was supposed to have originated it?” 

‘“ Klepiomania is connected a great 
deal with hysteria, which, of course, is 
more frequent among women than 
among men. As regards the time dur- 
ing which the complaint may remain 
dormant, that varies. When the brain 
is deranged you can’t tell what kind of 
insanity may arise. Twenty years may 
elapse after the occurrence of the pri- 
mary complaint and yeta new form of 
lunacy break out. At one period a per- 
son with a deranged mind may bea 
homocidal lunatic, and years after klep- 
tomania may reveal itself.’ 

In what conditions of life are klep- 
tomaniacs generally found?”

Is there any hard-and-fast 
rule to distinguish between wilful 
stealing and kleptomania?” 
“Certainly, it is possible to distin- 
guish between two such cases. Speak- 
ing for myself I have adjudged on hu- 
dreds of kleptomaniacs, and I have no 
reason to believe that I have ever de- 
clared a case to be one of kleptomania 
when it was one of ordinary theft. 
“‘As for any hard-and-fast rule, that 
is exceedingly difficult to define, even | 
if there is any, whichI question. Eac 
case differs so much, in its nature and 
surroundings that there is no line laid 
down to guide us in our opinion. Each 
case must be judged on its merits, if I | 
my. use such an expression in connec- 
tion with kleptomania.

To-day the poetry of motion is found 
in driving a rubber-tired hansom cab 
over a wood-paved London street. For 
| miles you glide along, scarcely conscious 
that you are moving until your course 
is arrested by a blocking of teams near 
corner. No conversation 
is ever interrupted by a drive in Lon- 
don. Indeed, if you want a few quiet 
words alone with a friend, the best way 
to get them is to take a cab. There 
unless there be something in your 
; manner to excite the driver's curiosity 
| or suspicion which may induce him to 
open the trap door in the top of the 


cab and listen, you are as secluded as 
you would be in your own boudoir. 1 
don’t Know bow many hansom cabs 
there are in London, but i know that 
there are at least 15,615, for 1 saw that 
number on the back of one. So that 
you are never at a loss for them. 
London cabbies, as a rule, are very 
amiably desposed toward their “fares.” 
They may some times overcharge you; 
but they do it with a deprecatory air 
that makes it: possible for you to re- 
fuse their demand. In this respect they 
are very different from the Frence 
cocher ; he takes you by the throat, as 
it were, and it is your money or your 
life. 1 never met with a rude cabbie 
in London, though I would not go so 
far as to say that none are tobe found 
there. They will always take you 
where you want to go, which is more 
than they will do in Paris. It’s as 
much as you can do to get a Frenel. 
cocher to drive you to the bois. They 
don’t like long trips for they are paid 
by the hour for them, and they prefer 
to be paid by the “course,” which is 
something that only they know the 
mysteries of. A London cabbie, whom 
I asked to take me a five-mile distance 
one day and suggested that I engage 
him by the hour, expostulated with me 
so gently yet so convincingly that I at 
once yielded to his superior wisdom.
